A DOUBTFUL PLAN. 


The proposed plan of having the 


ttate take over at once all of the 
roads which -it is planned to improve 
sod have the state look after their 
maintenance until they can he grad- 
aally turned into permanent high- 
ways as planned when the state auto- 
mobile license funds were set aside 
tqr that purpose, is not altogether a 
safe proposition. 


This great fund is being accumu- 


lated for the building of real roads 
The plan proposed for looking after 
the dirt roads until they can be 
made into hard surface highways in- 
cludes the establishment of patrols 
for keeping these roads in shape,, a 
man for every few miles. 
, Is there not danger of a repetition 
of the scandals of the "rabbit shep- 
herd " game warden law of recent 
years? Dipping into this great fund 
which motorists of the state are 
building up for real roads for this 
purpose may lead, probably would 
lead, to waste and extravagance, the 
creation of a political machine, the 
frittering away of the money.

Columbus, O., Aug. 9.— Of all the 


August and September state primar- 
ies for the selection ot United States 
senators and other officials, the pri- 
maries to be held in Ohio Tuesday 
to select party candidates to succeed 
Warren, G. Harding in the senate and 
James M. Cox as governor of Ohio 
is the most important, Ohio always Is 
a pivot state. This year, for obvious 
reasons, it is more pivotal than us- 
ual, Inasmuch as the vote for pres 
ident In the state will be affected by 
the popularity and other Qualities of 
candidates, running on the same tick- 
et for United States senator and gov- 
ernor. It is clear that the results of 
the Ohio primaries on Tuesday may 
have a vital effect on the chances 
that Harding and Cox have of carry- 
ing the state in November. 


So far as one man can make de- 


ductions from conditions up to date 
one would be inclined to say that the 
democratic organizations appear to 
have much mor» solidarity and much 
more effective party discipline than 
the republican organization. 


G. O. P. SPLIT BT FIGHT. 


Ths republicans, in fact are shot 


through with bitter factional con- 
tests and vindictive 
personal 
dis 


agreements. Last spring, when "Wooc 
and Harding were contending In th 
presidential primaries of this state 
the fight between the two became s< 
bitter that the leaders of each as 
sured your correspondent that th 
wounds left by the contest would bi 
so bitter that neither man could carry 
Ohio in the November elections. 


The "v^ood people stated that i 


Harding were nominated 'he wouli 
lose the votes of tens of thousands o 
republicans 
whose 
animosity 
had 
{ 


been excited in the presidential pri- j 
mary campaign. 


The Harding leaders stated the 


same thing of Wood. With the dem- 
ocrats however this sort of thing 
was avoided and smoothed out by 
the strength and discipline of the 
party organization. In the presiden- 
tial primary last April not only Cox 
but Senator Pomerene also started 
out to fight for, the Ohio delegation. 
The party discipline of ths demo- 
crats however was effective enough 
to rule Pomerene out, and he with- 
drew. 


BITTER CONTESTS. 


Precisely the same thing has again 


happened in the primary campaign 
for senator and governor which cul- 
minates on Tuesday. For governor 
the democrats have but one candi- 
date. There is no contest in their 
party for that office. 
For senator 


also the democrats have substantially 
one candidate, the minor one being 
universally considered unimportant. 


With the republicans on the other 


hand, there are bitter contests for 
both senatorial nomination and the 
nomination for governor. For sen- 
ator there are three leading republi- 
can candidate. One is Frank Willis, a 
former governor and former congress- 
man Who came forward into the nat- 
ional eye recently by making the 
speech which nominated Harding at 
the Chicago convention. That speech, 
considered from a vocal 
point of 


view, was a national event, It you 
liked music you would walk a mile to 
hear Mr. Willis roll the "O'S" and 
trill the "R'S" in "four years ago.' 


ANOTHER CANDIDATE. 


Another of the candidates for the 


republican senatorial nomination Is 
Walter Brown of Toledo. Mr. Brown 
has never held public office, but has 
had positions of the highest import- 
ance as a party official and in the 
informal counsels of the party. 


The,. third is R. M. Wanamak§r, -u 1 


has for many years been a judge > 
:he state courts. 


The governorship ot Ohio Is, u 


course of less interest to the publu 
outside the state than the senator 
ship. 
More over, the three canCi 


dates for the republican nomination 
for governor of relative cveness an 
none of them would be of any espec 


ial interest to the outside public out- 
side the state. 


DEMOCRATS. 


The candidate for the democratic 


nomination for senator, w,ho Is prac- 
ically certain to win because he's 
nly an unimportant opposition In 
Ir. Julian of Cincinnati. Mr. Julian 


i wealthy buiiness man who be- 


gan us a manufacturer of shoes more 
ban thirty years ago and Is now im- 
>ortani In many other business and 
inancial lines in Cincinnati. He is 
iympathetlo to progressive measures 
.nd hat slven much time and energy 
o the promotion' of 'social institu- 
:ioni like health insurance and the 
ike. The man who is certain to get 
he democratic nomination for gov. 
irnor, Mr, Donaghey, is the present 
auditor of the state and has made 
the sort of reputation which men fre- 
quently make in that position of be- 
ins a watch dog of the treasury.

Best Known 


In connection with the death ot 


Conductor G. W. Jenkins ot the Wa- 
bish, the veteran railroad writer on 
the Danville Commercial-News says: 


"He had been In the service of the 


road for nearly 50 years and In his 
younger days was one of the best 
known men that made Danville his 
headquarters. ^He removed to De- 
catur in 1896, after the division be- 
tween Danville and Springfield, was 
changed and Decatur became head- 
quarters for the four different lines 
radiating out of that city. 


STARTED AS BRAKEMAN 


"Mr. 
Jenkins started as a brake- 


man in 1871 and was a conductor 
after working only a few years. He 
was a passenger man. running Be- 
tween Danville and St. Louis In 1S85, 
and later was In charge of the "Wa- 
bash Cannon-Ball1 the fastest train 
In the west in its day, between Dan- 
ville and Moberly, Mo. 


"In 1891 he was named trainmas- 


ter for the Danville and Springfield 
division and served all through the 
great A. R U. strike. His person- 
ality saved many of the employes 
from Joining the Debs1' strikers in 
1894. 


AS CONDUCTOR 


"He resigned as trainmaster Jnne 


1, 1S98 to become conductor on the 
famous Continental limited, between 
Decatur and Danville, and brought 
the first run of this train into Dan- 
ville. He remained on that train un- 
til 1903 when he transferred to the 
Continental limited between Deca- 
tur and Hannibal. He remained on 
the line west of Decatur until tllnesi 
"prevented further participation."

TREATME'ST OF SHOCK. 


Shock is a condition resulting from 


a severe impressiom made upon tlr 
nervous and circulatory systems eith 
er by a physical Injury or a mental 
disturbance 
The majority of cases 


dealt with are the result of e\tensiv< 
burns or other gra\e injunes, sue! 
as gunshot wounds and railway acci 
dents 
Flectric shock is also quiti 


common 
Severe shock may be pro 


duced by fright alone 


As an illustration of the treatment 


it maj be supposed that a man hai 
been injured in a railway acciden 
and is found in a condition of shock 
Those who attend the case should a 
once loosen the clothing and make 
rapid but careful examination to as 
certain if hemorrhage exists or i 
some condition is present which call 
for immediate action

son it becomes necessary to move the 
patient, his head should be kept as 
low if not lower than the body to 
fa\or the flow of blood towards the

Wabash President, Here On Inspection Trip, Says 


Shopmen Are Now Co-Operating. 


"The public should take a greater 


interest in the railroad situation. At 
present, the people only know they 
buy a ticket to go somewhere, they 
jet on and ride, know the railroad is 
at some expense in running that train 
and that about ends it," said Pres. 
J. E. Taussig of the Wabash in De- 
catur Tuesday. 


"They do not realize the scores of 


various things, the sources of ex- 
pense that go along with the opera- 
tion of that train, the many other de- 
partments and employes that 
they 


sever see from that tram. They are 
awakening some to the railroad situa- 
tion but it is a most vital thing to 
them. Increased expenses in the fu- 
ture are going to eventually fall upon 
them. Therefor they should 
know 


and understand just the why ana 
wherefor." 


ON INSPECTION TRIP 


This was a statement made Tues- 


day noon by President Taussig as he 
came through Decatur with an in- 
spection party, inspecting all the lines 
east of the Mississippi river. 
Mr. 


Taussig was speaking in connection 
with the recent awards made to rail- 
roads in rates and to employes in 
pay. He stated that many had gain- 
ed the idea that the recent increase 
In rates granted the roads was so 
much larger than the increase grant- 
ed employes. 


"The fact is." said Mr. 
Taussig 


"that under this increase allowed the 
railroads, very few roads will be 
able to show a greater increase in 
earning, perhaps a few roads that 
have a very heavy traffic such as 
the New York Central lines. Out o£ 
this increase, railroads will have to 
pay the increased wages and also 
build up their systems. The public 
is demanding better service and that 
has to be furnished at a heavy ex- 
pense. Since the railroads have had 
an increase in rates before, several 
advances in pay have been granted 
•workers and materials have increas- 
ed greatlv. 


IMPROVEMENT HERE 


"Reports from Mr. Hess of the mo- 


tive power department are that con- 
ditions have improved a great deal 
in the shop work here. The shop com- 
mittees are showing a sincere effort 
to cooperate with the officials In 
production and that makes things run 
smoothly. Just as long as our shop? 
can handle this work, we are golne 
to keep it here. Of course, thats an- 
other place where -we have to answer 
to the public. We have to keep up 
our equipment to a top notch to serve 
the demands. 


"This Is only an Inspection trip, 


the final one prior to the ending of 
the federal guarantee. Later in the 
fa!!, we will make an inspection trip 
to see what we need most for next 
vear and will then make recommen- 
dations for various things. At pres- 
ent, we are trying to get twentv-five 
locomotives, fifteen freighters of the 
J500 type and ten large switch en- 
sines. We asked for fifty but the 
railroad executives cut that down to 
twenty-five and now I expect to lie 
called to Washington most anv rlav 
to show government officials we need 
twenty-five. We aren't trying to get 
more new cars right now. We have 
lust put Jl?.i)00.00n into cars and can't 
do sny more right now. 


TO DELAY TABES 


"The additional yards in East De- 


catur will not be built for some time. 
•We are simply acquiring that prop- 
erty expecting to use it in the future 
and to protect ourselves. About the 
only big expenditure under recom- 
mendation now is for new boilers at 
th» shops to cost about $15,000 or 
more. You see, up until about 1917, 
the railroads paid lor improvements 
and additional equipment out of their 
earnings. Since that year, we have 
had nothing but deficits and of course 
can't buy anything with 
deficits. 


Neither can we get money by selling 


Issues. No one is going to in- 


in railroads when the 
any 
vast money 
roads have only a 5>4 per cent guar- 
antee when there are steel companies 
and all other sorts of industries pay- 
Ing big returns. Until railroads can 
get back on their feet and 
show 


some earnings, 
money will not be 


invested in them and until we can 
eet some money, no great or exten- 
sive improvements can he made.

the Secretary of the Illinois Teach 
ers' Pension fund, that all teachers 
who wish to take advantage of the 
provisions of the Teachers' Retire- 
ment Law should do so before Sept. 
1 of the current year. 


$400 ANNUALLY 


The law, which was passed July 1. 


1915. 
provided that all teachers ol 


the state over the age ol 50 years, 
would be eligible to an annuity or 
pension of $400 from date of retire- 
ment for the remainder ol their na- 
tural lives. The financial support 
necessary to sustain 
the measure 


comes from 
annual contributions 


paid by teachers of the state who 
are engaged In active work. The 
law permitted the teachers to elect 
whether or rot they would take ad- 
vantage of its provisions, and speci- 
fied that only 
those 
who became 


actual 
contributors 
would be en- 


titled to any of the privileges aris- 
ing therefrom. 


The directions from the secretary 


state emphatically that failure to com- 
ply with the stated condition before 
the date set, will forever bar the right 
to claim in annual benefit under the 
sections of the Retirement Law.

Th» 
moment anyone becomes turbulent he 
Is taken to tho guard house In the 
basement of the high school, wher« 
hundreds of soldiers are quartered. 
Today, Sunday, the city Is absolutely 
quiet. 


The last trouble started last Wed- 


nesday when the dead bodies of Tony 
Hemphill, aged 14, an American boy. 
and Armel Calcaterra, aged 17, ail 
Italian, were found buried in a dry 
creek bed. Both had been stabbed 
to death the Italian boy having doz- 
ens ol wounds. 
They were found 


near Royalton in Franklin county. 


ARREST ITALIANS. 


An Italian named De Sanlis Is un- 


der arrest as an 
accomplice and 


Frank Bianca and his son, Paul, 17, 
wero arrested at Bellaire, O., as prin- 
cipals. 
When* arrested they had a 


loaded revolver and ten sticks o£ 
dynamite ill a grip. It Is believed 
they wero preparing to kill other 
members of the Calcaterra family in 
Ohio. 


The story told here in West Frank- 


'ort is that Bianca was in love with a 
sister ol Amel Calcaterra and sho 
would have nothing to do with him 
and married another man. 
Then 


Bianca, it is said, tried to force hi3 
attentions on her sister, Mary Ca!-' 
caterra, who likewise snubbed him; 
then Bianca tried to hire Amel Cal- 
caterra to go to Ohio and kill his 
brother-in-law, for which he was to 
receive a large sum. Emil told Tony 
Hemphill, with whom lie chummed, 


Bianca, it is said, suspected this 


and he got De Santis to hire Amel to 
drive an automobile to 
Royalton. 


Amel would not go without Tony, 
so both were hired. De Santis rods 
with them to Royalton, where, It is 
said, he turned the boys over 'o 
Bianca and his son. 
It Is believed 


they killed and buried them and then 
left lor Ohio to kill other members 
of the family. 


FIND BODIES 


The body of the American boy was 


found lirst. He had last been seen 
with De Santis, who was arrested for 
the murder. De Santis toid different 
stories as to where he left Tony and 
it Is said that when he was. shown 
the mistake he weakened and toid 
all about the murder. While a mob 
was forming to lynch De Santis, tha 
sheriff took him away in an auto- 
mobile. 


A fight then started to i-ld the city 


ol the foreign element. 
They first 


wrecked "Sporty Days" an Italian 
pool hall and ordered many out of 
the city. 
They also stoned a few 


homes but all that was before tho 
soldiers arrived and the trouble had 
been on about three days before any- 
one was killed. 


CHIEFLY ITALIANS

principally of Italians, Lithuanians 
and Poles. 
It is said there Is an 


organized band here 
that numbers 


sixty or eighty and 
has pulled off 


numerous robberies. 


The city has about 
9000 popula- 


tion, though it is spread out over a 
big territory. 
It is just like sev- 


eral little towns thrown together.

For several 
years West Frankfort had so many 
bad characters in It that it was said 
traveling men would not stay thera 
at night.

The 
miners voted to return to work Mon- 
day morning. It Is believed that In 
a few days the soldiers will be sent 
home for with the miners at work 
C ere will be no crowds on the streets. 


There are as fine people here us 


any where and they don't want their 
city to have a bad reputation. There 
,was practically no truth In some of 
the stories published In some of tho 
newspapers.
